The bill offered wouid authorize the secre- 
tary of the interior in his discretion topatent 
640 acres of government coal land for each 
city and 160 for each town under conditions 
providing for prompt and continuous develop- 
ment of the coal, the prevention of any as- 
signment or transfer of the land. 


Forbids Any Undue Waste. 

It provides also for the eafeguarding of 
the health and safety of/men mining or 
handling the coal, the prevention of undue 
waste of minera! resources. : 

The secretary belleves any such patent 
should be safeguarded by the provision that 
the title of the land patented shall revert 
to the government ff any city or town to 
which coal land shall be patented shall at 
any time fail to perform any of the condi- 
tions of the patent. 

He maintains that the federal policy with 
respect to government owned coal lands is to 
insure for the public an abundant supply at 
prices which wil! yield a fair return end no 
more upon the capita! invested in mining and 
handling the coal. He thinks this impossible 
when a fee simple patent Is granted to pri- 
vate persons or corporations for the com. 
mercial exploitation of the coal deposits. 


Favors System of Leasing. 

The leasing system. Secretary Fisher 
thinks, is the method for the private exploi- 
tation of government owned coa) lands which 
can protect the public. By retaining the 
title in its own hands and properly condi- 
tioning the lease it will be possible for the 
government to protect the public from ex- 
tortion. 

Although Secretary Fisher believes a long 
taue lease for a nominal consideration would 
be better for some purposes than an out- 
right grant, because it would admit of greater 
flexibility in dealing with each city accord- 
ing to local circumstances and conditions. 
he agserts it is possible to embody im a 
patent to a city the most errential conditions 
necessary to effect the purpore of the fed- 
eral conservation policy. 

He insists that all transactions of the city 
be given the fullest publicity to prevent 
any opportunity for corporation abures 
to keep the federal government and the gen- 
eral public fully informed as &% just how 
legislation of this character is operating tn 
actual practice.

Brennan wanted to “ get the goods’ on 
the individuals, and would not agree to a 
jackpot being disbursed by Schreiter, but he 
used the list as a guide. When the nine a}- 
Germert and Schreiter were arrested there 
remained that list, and Schreiter’s state- 
ments as evidence that other aldermen had 
conspired to take money from their votes in 
the Wabash deal. a 


Not Trapped by Brennan. 

These aldermen had not been trapped by 
Brennan. He had no record of their calling 
at his office and seeking abribe. The cases 
against them are based on Schreiter’s state- 
ment and the circumstantial evidence, they 
having voted in favor of the resolution. 

When Schreiter confessed to Brennan. his 
confession being taken by stenographers, he 
Was asked specifically whether he had 
reached an agreement with the other alder- 
men whereby they fully understood that in 
return for their votes they were to receive 
the sums of money set opposite their names. 
Schreiter declared that such was the case. 

The council abolished Schreiter’s job last 
Tuesday night. The new arrests follow in 
less than three days.

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Enormous Harvests of All| 


Cereals Forecast by Gov- 
ernment Experts. 


DUE TO CUT LIVING COST. 
Estimated Yields: Wheat, 680,- 
040,000: Corn, 2,811,000,- 
000; Oats, 1,207,000,000. 


The aggregate yield of the leading cereal 
crops of mue cnited States will break al! 
records this year. 

The August government report on crop 
conditions, issued yestercay, shows a corn 
crop Of 280,.00,W0 buscels more than a year 
ago, a wheat crop exceeding that of 1v11 by 
50,000,0W bushels in spite of the losses in 
winter wheat, and a crop of oats 255,t0v,Wwv 
bushels larger than a year ago. 

In addition to there crop gains there was 
estimated a crop of barley 42,000,000 bushels 
in excess of last year, and a hay crop that 
will probably break all records, the estimate 
being for 73,000,000 tons, compared to 47,- 
444,000 tons a year ago. The total yield of 
the six leading cereals promises 5,643,00),- .. 
bushels, against 4,907,000,000 bushels last 
year. 


Lower Cost of Living Seen. 

The high cost of living will receive a body 
blow if the present promise for the crops ig 
maintained until harvest, as the extrava- 
gant prices which have prevailed for cereal: 
and meats generally have been caused by 
the comparatively small crops of the last 
few years. 

With the exception of the falflure of the 
red winter wheat crop in the states of Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Ohio. and Missouri, all sec- 
tions have been favored with extraordinarily 
favorable growing conditions, and from 
present indications all crops will be secured 
without material damage. 


All Crops Show Increases. 

The wheat crop was estimated at 680,000, - 
000 bushels, 390,000,000 winter and 290,000,000 
spring, against 621,000,000 bushele a year ago 
when the winter wheat crop was 431,000,000 
bushels and the spring wheat crop 191,000,000 
bushels. The corm crop promise is 2,811,000, - 
000 bushels, compared to 2,531,000,000 bushels 
last year, and oats, 1,207,000,000 bushels, by 
far the largest crop ever raised, compared to 
922,000,000 bushels in 1911. 

Early season losses of red winter wheat 
have been minimized by the heavy yields of 
hard wimter wheat and by the bountiful crop 
indicated in the northwest. Notwithstanding 
the practical failure of the crop in the big 
wheat states east of the Mississippi the aver- 
age yield of winter wheat is placed at 15.1 
bushels per acre, the same ae spring wheat. 
The average yield of all wheat i# placed at 

J5.1 against 13.4 bushels last year, thus 
making up for the decrease in acreage. 


Kansas and Nebraska Leaders. 

The government gives Keng@ase ea crop of 
86,000,000 bushele, which is smaller than 
private estimates, but 35,000,000 bushels more 
than last year, and the Nebraska crop is 
placed at 61,408,000 bushels, compared to 38.- 
474,000 bushels in 1911. Phenomenal spring 
wheat crops are expected in the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, and in Momtana. Im the latter 
state there has been an enormous increase 
in acreage. 

In the southwest, where crops heave been 
jractical failures in several important sec- 
tions for the last three years, big yields of 
oats and wheat have been reported, and 
the outlook is for an enormous corn crop. 
Oklahoma has more than twice as much 
wheat a# a year ago, and Texas has 10,560,000 
bushels, compared to 6,580,000 bushels a year 
ago. 


Hay Orop Nearly Double. 

A factor in the situation, which te regarded 
as one of the most bearish in the entire re- 
port, was the hey showing. The crop is est!- 
mated at 78,000,000 tons, compared to 47,444,- 
000 tons a year ago. This is one of the big- 
gest factors in the feeding situation, as small 
crops of hay the last few years have been 
largely responsible for the enormous con- 
sumption of corn and other cereals Prices 
have been force@® to abnormally high levels 
for both corn and oats im consequence of 
the unusual calls on supplies for farm feed- 
ing.

The condition of spring wheat was a little 
more than maintained during the last month. 
the condition being 90.4, against 89.6 a month 
ago and 59.8 a year ago. The indicated 
yield was raised from 271,000,000 bushels in 
July to 290,000,000 bushels. Last year the 
crop was 191,000,000 bushels. 


Corn Loses During July. 

While the condition of corn was placed at 
80, a loss of 1.5 per cent during July, the in- 
dicated yield was placed at 2,811,000,000 bush- 
els, the same aS a month ago. A year ago 
the final estimate was 2,531,000,000 bushels, 
the big early promise having been bhwered 
by the drought conditions during the sum- 
mer. This year the crop is a little back- 
werd and the crop is decidedly uneven.

iardner Challenges Him to Make 
KnoWn Attitude on Trusts. 


URGES RADICAL SOLUTION. 


Says Federal Commission te Decide 
Prices May Be Needed. 


Washington, D.C., Aug. 9.--Representative 
Gardner of Massachusetts, Republican, in 
the course of a speech tonight on the house 
‘ steel trust "’ investigating committee's re- 
port challenged Col. Theodore Roosevelt to 
make plain his attitude on the trust prob- 
lem. Mr. Gardner caused a stir on the ad- 
vanced grounds he took on the trust ques- 
tion, advancing the opinion that eventually 
mn federal commiseion with powers to regu- 
late prices might have to be named. 

Mr. Gardner said ihat under his confession 
of faith Col. Roosevelt hac) been opposed to 
the dissolution of trusts, but that the Pro- 
gressive party platform was capable of in- 
terpretation in favor of dissolution or in 
favor of recognition of big corporations. 

* To settle the question,’’ said Mr. Gardner, 
“TIT ask Col. Roogevelt the following plain 
question: ‘The International Harvester 
company has such a predominance in its 
particular industry as to be indistinguish- 
able from a monopoly. Do vou recommend 
tts diesolution or do you recommend ite 
recognition?’ "’ 


Must Recognize Trusts. 

Trusts are the natural development of in- 
dustrial and competitive conditions, accord- 
ing to Gardner. 

“What we need,” said Mr. Gardner with 
emphasis, “‘is good drastic recognition of 
large industrial units. We have fooled too 
long with genteel dissolution.” 

As a solution of the problem Mr. Gardner 
advocated the compulsory licensing of all 
corporations whose assets exceed $50,000,000, 
forcing them at the same time to recapital- 
ize at the exact amount of their actual hold- 
ings. He would urge the creation of an in- 
terstate commission of industry, clothed 
with powers to enforce the corporation laws 
and, if found necessary, to gain complete 
control of the situation, with power.to fix 
prices of commodities. 


Attack by McGillicuddy. 

Representative McGillicuddy of Maine and 
Chairman Stanley, both of the committee, 
tagether with Representative Jackson of 
Kansas, Republican, also spoke on the report. 
Mr. McGillicuddy said the time haé come to 
investigate the causes attendant to concen- 
tration of the wealth of the country. 

He said the capital of the United States 
Steel corporation alone was equal to all the 
wealth, real and personal, of the states of 
Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont. This 
concentration had progressed, he declared, 
until famdiMes aggregating one-third of the 
entire population of the country were forced 
to exist on less than $400 a year. 

The steel trust, Mr. MoGillicuddy asserted, 
was the direct creation of the protective 
tariff. Referring to the absorption of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company by the 
steel corporations and the alleged acquies- 
cence of then President Roosevelt, Mr. Mc- 
Gilicouddy eald Mr. Roosevelt's action was 
“the most humiliating surrender the coun- 
try had ever known,” and he said that the 
former president “ had solid himself out to 
the steel trust—heels, hide, and teeth.” 


SET FIRE TO THIRTY HOTELS; 
COULD NOT RESIST IMPULSE. 


Hartford, Conn., Man Confesses He Im- 
periled Many Lives and Caused 
$25,000 Property Loss, 


Greenfield, Mass., Aug. 9. Bernard C. Mur- 
ray, son of a former fire commissioner of 
Hartford, Conn., confessed today to having 
set fire to thirty hotels and public buildings 
in Connecticut and western Massachusetts 
during the last four months. 

Among the incendiary fires which the police 
declare Murray hes admitted being responsi- 
ble for are: 

April 19, Waterbury Conn., city hall and 
Cheleea hotel. 

' May 238, Greenfield, Mags., Taylor biock 
and Hollister house. 

June 1, Turners Falle, Mass., Grand Trunk 
hotel and Allen block. 

June 8, Greenfield, Mass., Central house 

June 22, Turners Falis, Viadish hotel and 
Bartlett block. 

July 5 and within the following few days 
eighteen fires in and about Springfield. 

While no lives were lost in the many fircs, 
hundreds of persons, a majority of them 
hotel guests, were imperiled and the total 
property loss is estimated to be over $250,000. 

In his confession Murray, who is 24 years 
old, said: 

‘T could not resist the impulse to do it, 
although I realize the consequences."” Mur- 
ray explained that he had gone to the second 
or third floors of many of the places, opened 
a closet, and’set fire to any inflammable me- 
terial which might be In sight.

Despite His Denial, Overtures 
Have Been Made to State. 


SLAYERS ARE IDENTIFIED. 


District Attorney Has Man Who Saw 
Killing; Jack Sullivan on Scene. 


New York, Aug. 9.—Although Police Lieut. 
Charies Becker declared today that he had 
nothing to confess in connection with the 
Rosenthal murder. of which he is the ac- 
eused instigator, District Attorney Whit- 
man learned that the police lieutenant was 
ready to make some disclosures under’ cer- 
tafm conditions. 

The conditions imposed, however, are more 
than the district attorney is willing or able 
to grant, and he.is waiting for Becker to 
make other overtures. 

Strong influences are being exerted, the 
prosecutor has learned, to keep Becker from 
making any disclosure strengthening the 
evidence regarding alleged gambling graft 
on the part of the other high police officials 
whose indictment Mr. Whitman seeks, but 
the district attorney expressed tonight a 
strong conviction that Becker eventually 
would break down. 


* “Have Nothing to Confess.” 
Becker’s emphatic statement today was: 
‘Tl am not going to confess for I have 

nothing to confess.”’ 

The district attorney, however, says he is 
steadily piling up evidence against the police 
Neutenant which he thinks will alter this 
attitude. 

It was learned today that the “J. G. Cul- 
lom ’ who deposited $3,000 in a Newark bank 
last June was Lieut. Charles Becker, and 
that the “ H. C. Kennedy "” who put $3,000 in 
an Elizabeth bank at about the same time 
was Lieut. Becker. The district attorney 
has information that Becker had at least 
five other bank accounts, including a deposit 
of $8,000 in the West Side Savings bank. 


Witness Identifies Slayers. 

It became known also that Giovanni Stan- 
ich, one of the sixteen witnesses who ap- 
peared before the grand jury yesterday as 
an eye witness to the murder, had identified 
the four men accused of the actual shooting 
of Rosenthal, and had also identified Jack 
Bullivan as having been on the scene and 
having left with the murderers in the gray 
automobile. 


JURY FINDS POLICE WRONG 
AS TO CAUSE OF GIRL’S DEATH 


Leoti Hardy Killed by Cocaine, Not 
Pneumonia, Physician Testifies, Re- 
futing Sergt. Coe’s Claim. 


Drastic steps to compel the police depart- 
ment to atop the sale of cocaine and other 
drugs were recommended yesterday by a 
coroner's jury which heard the evidence of 
Witnesses who investigated the death of 
Leoti Hardy, an inmate of a Chinese resort 
at 2180 Armour avenue. The young woman 
died of cocaine and morphine poisoning, ac- 
cording to physicians. 

On Thursday Sergeant Coe of the Twenty- 
second street police station had insisted that 
the Hardy girl had died of pneumonia. 

City Physician Joseph Springer told Deputy 
Coroner M. G. Walsh at the inquest there 
had been a @ozen deaths recently in the 
eouth side levee from overdoses of narcotic 
polsons. 

Detective Joseph Zink of the Twenty-sec- 
ond street station testified that Agnes 
Brown, an inmate of the Chinese resort, said 
thet she and the Hardy woman bought four 
smal packages of the drug which killed her 
companion at Loreff's drug store, West 
Twenty-first and Dearborn streets. The po-

view to prosecuting the peller. 


GIBBONS SEES RACE SUICIDE 
WORSE THAN HEROD’S ACTION. 


Cardinal Praises Col. Roosevelt for the 
Course He Has Taken to Defeat the 
Evil. 


Southampton, L. I., Aug. ®.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons regards race suicide as comparable with 
the slaughter of the innocents by King Herod 
and thoroughly indorses Col. Theggere | 
Roosevelt's position om the subject. 

Race suicide js a most inhuman practice,” 
said the cardinal today, “amd one which 
wantonly sacrifices the human race. It is a 
violation of the laws of nature and of na- 
ture’s God and defeats the ends and aims of 
divine providence. A man is obliged to serve 
the natural law of which this is a violation 
and no one can do this with impunity. 

“It is bad enough to see a nation’s sons 
depleted by war, but it is much more melan- 
choly to contemplate a nation voluntarily 
destroying its own progeny. 

“I admire Col. Roosevelt very much for 
his stand for the abolition of rave suicide, 
along with some of his other Principles. I 
compare race suicide to the murder of the 
innocents perpetrated by King Herod.”

The sale of the Chitago Union Transfer 
railway, known as the Chicago clearing 


Weetern Indiana railroad company was 
legally) consummated yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the directors of the latter company, 

In this apparently simple action rafiroad 
men generally foresee the first great step 
towafd the solution of Chicago's greatest 
railnoad problem—the relieving of freight 
congestion in the terminal district. It marks 
an epoch in Chicago's traffic history and un- 
-folds possibilities that have been the dream 
of men for more than a quarter of a century, 
notably the late H. H. Porter and A, 
B. Stickney, who conceived the idea of 
a clearing yard where freight could be 
handled without being brought into the heart 
of the city. 

It is estimated the clearing yard will re- 
lieve Chicago of 7,500 cars, or three-fourths 
of the number which now pas@es daily 
through the city. 

Thirteen railroads are involved im the plan 
legally made possible yesterday, which pro- 
vides for an enlargement of the Belt Rail- 
way company to include eight raifroade not 
at present identified with that company and 
the use of the clearing yard for a common 
transfer yard. 


Boost for Outer Harbors. 

The successful culmination of the plan for 
uniting the railroads in a common system 
of interchange is expected to have an im- 
portant bearing on the plans for construct- 
ing outer harbors in Chicago. The ground 
has already been purchased for a freight 
yard near South Chicago to be used In addi- 
tion to the clearing yard. This will enable 
all the roads to reach the proposed freight 
docks, 

Material elimination. of the smoke nui- 
@ance will be another feature, as much of 
the present switching in the downtown dis- 
trict will be unnecessary. The plan will 
alsO make more simple the ultimate elec- 
trification of the terminals. 

It is the plan of the Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana Railroad company to lease thé 
purchased property to the Belt Railway com- 
pany of Chicago, now owned by the follow- 
ing roads: Grand Trunk, Wabash, Erie, 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville [the 
Monon], and Chicago and Fastern Iilnois. 


Belt Railway to Add Capital. 

The Belt railway will increase its capital 
from $1,200,000 to at least $4,000,000 and 
will take in as equa! stockholders with the 
present roade the following: Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific, Illinois Central, Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, Pennsylvania. Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie (the 
“So00"'), Pére Marquette, and Chesapeake 
and Ohio. 

Adtorney W. H. Lyford, one of the princi- 
pal promoters of the plan, sald last evening 
that it will be impossible to put into effect 
within sixty daye at the latest the plan to 
open the Beit railway af a highway for 
freight traffic interchanged In the Chicago 
@istrict, both carload and less than carioad. 

“ First,” said he, “it will be necessary for 
the new members to meet officially with the 
present stockholders and devise plans for 
putting this scheme into effect. The chief 
question to be discussed will be the further 
development of the clearing yard to increase 
its present capacity of 4,000 cars a day to 
at least 156.000 cars, which would be more 
than enough to handle all of Chicago's 
freight traffic.” , 


Clearing House for All Roads. 

Under the proposed system of interchange 
an Illinois Central switching train, for in- 
stance, will go to the clearing yard with its 
quota for other railroads and return with 
its own instead of the interminable switching 
now neceesary. In this way many of the cars 
can be diverted inetead of being brought into 
the heart of downtown Chicago. 

The Chicago clearing yards comprise ap- 
proximately 100 miles of track, built on the 
gravity switching system, with electrically 
controlled switches and all appurtenances 
necesasry for sorting and breaking up traine. 
It is planned for the railroads to use this 
property in exchanging their carein substan- 
tlatiy the same way as the banks of the city 
exchange their checks through the Chicage 
clearing house, 

An idea of the magnitude of the tract pur- 
chased through yesterday's transactions 
may‘be gained from the fact that there is 
room for 600 or 700 miles of track, as much 
as six times the area of the present yard. 
This will take care of the growth for many 
years to come. 


Plan of Late H. H. Porter. 


by the late H. H. Porter, who from the '50s 
was intimately connected with the railroad 
development of Chicago and the northwest. 
While the working out of his plans was de- 
layed until after his death, the plan that is 
now to be carried out was foreseen by him 
many years ago. 

The carrying through of the project. it is 
beHeved will also have a great bearing on 
the development of the southwestern section 
of the city, as Clearing will become the great 
freight center of the Chicago district. 

President Frederic A. Delano of the Wa- 
bash railway, who has been one of the chief 
supporters of the plan. saw in its culmina- 
tion the means of making a cleaner, less 
noisy Chicago. He also saw in it a step 
toward the realization of the city plan, which 
contemplates the construction of an outer 
belt, with a clearing yard connection. 

Mr, Delano also foresaw a considerable 
reduction in the amount of switching that 
would be necessary for the Illinois Centra) 
on the lake front, with a consequent reduc. 
tion of the smoke nuisance in that section 
of the city.

Southern Pacific Target of Special 
Attack Despite Big Lobby. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C.. Aug. 9.--[Gpecial.}— 
Free tolis for American shipseand the divorce 
of ships using the Panama canal from owner- 
ship by railroads competing with such ehéip 
lines are guaranteed by the passage of the 
Panama canal bill by the senate tonight. 
The measure wee approved by a vote of 
47 to 15. 

The action defeated the efforts of the rail- 
roade to kneck out the provision pro- 
hiiting railroad owned ships from using the 
canal. Especially wae, it a defeat for the 
Southern Pacific ra#iroad, whtch controls the 
Pacific Mail Steamship line. The Pacific Mall 
has maintained a lobby in Washington while 
the bill wae being considered. 

The senate committee, of which Senator 
Brandegee is chairman, wrote imto the billan 
amendment which would allow the Pacific 
Mail company to use the cane] and to efigage 
in coastwise as well age its transoceanic 
trade. The senate struck out this emend 
ment and restored and strengthened the 
house provision. 


Some Modification Made. 

As the bill was passed by the house it 
would compel the divorce of all competing 
rail and water lines, but the senate modified 
this to apply only to weter lines operating 
through the canal. This modification e- 
empts the ownerships of great lake steam- 
boat lines by railroads and the control of 
coastwise shipping exercised by such roads 
as the New York, New Haven and Hartford. 

But another amendment adopted at the 
instance of Senator Bourne empowers the 
interstate commerce commission to compel 
the divorce of any ra!l and water carriere 
whenever it deems such control infurious to 
the public interest. 


Free Toll Opponents Fail, 

Opponents of the free toll provision for 
American ships, agains¢ which Great Britain 
made formal protest, carried their ight up to 
the last moment of the bill's consideration. 

Just before the bill's passage Senator Root 
moved to strike out the section giving free 
tolls to American coastwise vessels, ani 
Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia moved to 
strike out the provision for free tolls to 
American ships in the foreign trade. th 
of these motions were defeated by over- 
wheiming votes. 

Ae the bill passed & would permit Amer!i- 
can coastwise vessele to pase through the 
canal free without conditions, while Ameri- 
can foreign trade ships might pass through 
free if their owners agreed to sell the vessele 
to the United States at a fair price m time of 
war or emergency. 


Fight on Railroad Provisions. 

The great fight of the day centered about 
the provision to prohibit raflroad owned 
ships from using the canal. Chairman Bran- 
degee made an ineffective fight on the rigid 
provisions against railroad ships. After the 
amendments had been adopted to the house 
bill, he moved that the whole paragraph re- 
lating to railroad control be stricken out. 
This motion was defeated, 4 to 18. 

A subsequent proposal by Mr. Brandegés 
to permit any ships to use the canal, gtving 
te the 
power of control over them, 
feated. 

The Reed amendment against trust owned 
ships was called up for a second vote be- 
fore the bill paseed, and was adopted on 
final passage by a vote of 36 to 23. 

Tn the form in which ft returns to the house 
the bill adds to the general scheme for oper- 
ating and governing the Panama canal, pro- 
visions for the admission to American regis- 
try of any foreign huilt shipe owned by Amer- 
icans, provided they are operated wholly in

Ex-Convicts in Gang Believed 
Responsible for Two Murders. 


ONE SLAYING OF “L” AGENT. 


Many Holdups and Robbing of Resi- 
dences Being Traced to Men. 


In three young men under arrest the po- 
lice believe they have caught the leaders, 
if not all the members, of the automobile gang 
of robbers which recently has held up men 
and robbed residences and business houses in 
many sections of the city. 

The trio are ell ‘“ bad men,” according to 
the police.

Three Under Arrest.

Jake Sullivan, 2408 South Park ave- 
mue, wanted at Pontiac, IIL, for violat- 
ing parole 

John Morgan, 2408 South Park ave- 
nue, sald to be an escaped convict from 
Baton Rouge, La., where he was serv- 
ing time for robbing a jewelry store: 
also arrested in Chicago two years ago 
for robbery. 

Louis Sheridan, chauffeur, 4004 North 
Hermitage avenue. 


The three men Were arrested by the police 
of the Cottage Grove avenue station. Lieut. 
Brady spent all day yesterday in cross ques- 
tioning them, in an effort to connect them 
with the two murders and a dozen or more 
recent robberies. 

Morgan, the first man arrested, was cap- 
tured near Thirty-eixth street and Cottage 
Grove avenue by Policeman Sanford Lee. 
He made a desperate attempt to break away, 
and succeeded in breaking loose. He was 
shot before being captured. 


Others Are Captured. 

Immediately after Morgan's arrest the po- 
lice went to his rooming house, 2408 South 
Park avenue. When they entered Sullivan, 
who lives there with his brother and moth- 
er, rushed into his room and locked the door. 
He was captured while trying to escape from 
a window by Sergeant Henry Nelson and 
Policeman Michael Reynolds, Sullivan was 
taken to the Cottage Grove avenue station. 


Later in the day Sheridan, who is the son. 


of Michael Sheridan, a restaurant owher. 
was arrested at his home, 4004 North Hermi- 
tage avenue, by Nelson and Reynolds. 

The search of the room occupied by §Sulll- 
van and Morgan resulted in the discovery of 
six suitcases filled with new clothing and sil- 
verware and firearms. Each suitcase Was 
found to contain four or five new suits of 


clothes, and in among the suits were pieces of 


silverware, cheap watch fobs, six revolvers, 
and 150 cartridges. 


Love Notes in Plunder. 

Among the clothing were automobile toge, 
guch as caps, dusters, goggles, and gloves.

SPEED MANIA WRECK CAUSE 


State Board Blames Burlington 
Disaster on Government. 


CLEARS WOMAN. OPERATOR. 


Tower Operator Exonerated; Five 
Members of Crews Criticised. 


The public and the government of the 
United States are blamed by the Illinois rail- 
road and warehouse cormmission for the accei- 
dent on the Burlington railroad on July 14, 
which resutted in the death of thirteen per- 
sons. 

Speed mania of the public—which has gone 
so far as to infect the central government 
so that mot only does the public prése the 
railroad companies for the greatest speed 
m transportation, but the government de- 
mands high speed for mal! delivery—is held 
to have been the prime cause of the disaster, 

In its report on the accident, iseued yes- 
terday, the commission praises the safe- 
guards of the road as compared with other 
roads. 


Peril in Fast Mail Trains. 

The report states that the government has 
yielded to the public demand for speed in 
carrying mail, “ while it is admittedly den- 
gerous to take the chance.” 

It is pointed out that in the desperate at- 
tempt to accommodate the speed requtre- 
ments of both pubic an@ the government, 
fast trains are scheduled close together, one 
following another, running at the rate of 
fifty to sixty mileean hourand not exceeding 
ten miuutes apart. The commission advises 
thet trains should be echeduled further 
apart. 

The commission hotas blameless Mrs, F. 
A. Wiloox, the tower signal operator. The 
commission finds the woman did not disobey 
any instruction of the railroad company, but 
that the violation of rules of five members 
of the crewe of the two traing furnished the 
contributing cause. 

The commission blames all three engineers 
for running so fast that they could not stop 
their trains inside the block between Hins- 
dale and Western Springs. 

Recommend Safety, Not Speed. 

The commission recommends that railroad 
companies make safety and not speed the 
first principle in transportation, that the 
companies establish schools for their em- 
ployés in which block signal rules and other 
railroad rules be taught and thoroughly ex- 
plained, and that the companies advance 
their employés because of their record for 
cautiousness as well as for their ability to 
conserve property and pay dividends.

Citizens’ Comm nittee Outlines 
Plan of Campaign to Insure 
Passage of Ordinance. 


ASK AID OF MINISTERS. 


Civie Bodies and All Public Spir- 
- ited Persons Requested to 
Plead with Aldermen. 


Rapid fire methods to sweep the entire city 
in the next five days were adopted yester- 
day by the citizens’ milk committee at its 
first meeting. The plans approved call for 
A steady fusillade of information, argument, 
and pleading. It will be directed at every 
alderman who seems in doubt about the mer- 
its of the proposed ordinance. 

The firing will be started today and will 
be kept up incessantly until the special meet- 
ing of the council on Wednesday afternoon, 
if the hopes of the committee are realized. 

Steps were taken to swing in on the firing 
line as many citizens as can be enrolled in 
the short period before the ordinance will 
be up for passage. 


Ask Aid of Clergy. 

The first shot of the committee's campaign 
will be fired today, when every member of 
the council will receive a copy of a resolu- 
tion adopted demanding the passage of the 
ordinance. At the same time every member 
of the committee will begin appealing to his 
own aldermen and as many others as possi- 
dle. organizing the sentiment in his ward and 
urging his neighbors to take up the subject 
of the ordinance with the aldermen. 

Tomorrow all clergymen in the pulpits of 
ali denominations will be asked to read to 
their congragations the resolution adopted 
by the committee. In the same elope 
containing the resolution every eacher 
will receive blank formsof a petitjon urging 
the council to pass the ordinance. They are 
asked to have these filled with the signatures 
of members of their congregations oy resi- 
dents of their neighborhoods. . 

To all of the organizations that received 
invitations te the public meeting ten days 
ago these blanks will be sent with a similar 
request. 


Mayor Presides at Meeting. 

The committee meeting was held in the 
office of the mayor at his request and as 
honorary chairman he presided. Practically 
the entire committee of aldermen, physicians, 
ministers, social settlement workers, and rep- 
resentatives of the civic, charitable, and phii- 
anthropic organizations were present. 

Ald. Willis O. Nance, chairman of the 
council committee on health. at the meeting 
recited briefly the history of the last two 
weeks’ work. He announced the appoint- 
ment of Mayor Harrison as honorary chair- 
man of the committee. 

"The ordinance has the approval of the 
adminfstration,”’ said the mayor, as he took 
the chair, “and as an administration meas- 
ure it has the assurance of the full and 
hearty support of the mayor. This commit- 
tee should make a public demand that every 
good citizen get behind the ordinance.”

This July 409 samples were taken and the 
average count was 4,759,255 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. Last July 60 per cent of 
the samples showed counts of less than 
500,000 bacteria. This year only 4 per cent 
of the counts are below that figure." 


Text of Resolution. 

The provisions of the ordinance and the ex. 
planation that it is designed to increase the 
supply of pure raw milk and decrease the 
supply of pasteurized milk were stated by Dr. 
Koehler and Dr. Nance. Secretary Suther- 
land presented a draft of a resolution that 
after some changes was passed. It read as 
follows: 

Resolved, That the citizens’ milk com- 
mittee, organized by direction of the pub- 
lic meeting held in the city hall on

three heads. 

First, that reason which calls "the new 
party into existence. 

Second. ite platform of principles. 

Third, its candicates. 

Time alone can tell whether the new organ- 
ization created for and led by Col. Roosevelt 
is to become a permanent and influentiai 
factor in American politics or merely a tem- 


' porary protent againsi the Republican party 


and its present leadership and a means for 


| forcing thet party to accept the leadership 


of the Progressives. 

It may be assumed at the start :hat to be 
permanent,it must be more than a one Man 
party; however influential a leader may be, 
he is hardly sarge enough to form the foun- 
dation of a great party. The mere fact 
that every man must some time die precludes 
the oe of permanence, unless the new party 
has something more encuring to build upen 
than personelity. 


Analysis of Conditions. 

Several questions arise and the answers to 
them will enable us to form some opinion 
as to the importance of the new party. 

First, would a new parts have been organ- 
ized at this time if Mr. Rooseveit were not 
uw candidate for president? If not, then his 
ambition to hold the office for a third term 
is the controlling fac:or and no man’s am- 
bition is important enough to the public at 
large to lead to the formation of a new 
party merely to gratify It. 

Unless the conditiong dre such as to create 
a demand for a new party, regardless of the 
wishes or influence of any one or a few per- 
sons, the organization is Itkely to be ephe- 
meral. 

When a real necessity exists for a new 
narty that necessity will of itself bring forth 
a new party and its sponsors will be sufi- 
ciently numerous to insure the existence and 
growth, no matter what may happen to any 
individual factor in its organization. 

Second would Mr. Rooseve!t have favored 
the organization of a new party had any offe 
besides himself suffered the mortification of 
defeat ai Chicago by President Tait? 

It he had stayed out of the race and left 
the deld to Senator La Follette and Senator 
Cummins would the defeat of either at the 
hands of ‘*‘ the bosses'’ furnished him suffi- 
cient reason for leaving the Republican party 
and enlisting under the banner of another 
man? 

Has Party Changed Recently. 

The fact that he refused to take sides be- 
tween Senator La Follette and President 
Taft might justify a negative answer to the 
above questions. 

The members of the new party may not 
accept these questions. The members of the 
new party may not accept thisas controlling, 
but has the character of the Republican party 
changed materially within the last eight 
months? 

Third—In view of Mr. Roosevelt's denuncia- 
tion of the Republican party as eo boss-riddan 
as to destroy its usefulness, it may be asked 
with propriety whether Mr. Rooseveit would 
have regarded the Republican bosses as an 
insuperable objection to the party if he had 
succeded in seating enough of his contes?- 
ing delegater to give him a majority in tha 
convention? 

If he had controlled the national committee 
by one vote and it nad seated enough of his 
southern delegates to dom'nate the conven- 
tion, would he not now regard the Republican 
Party as a people's party and the only organi. 
zation to be trusted”? 

We see how obnoxious those bosses are how 
absolutely destructive of the party's useful- 
ness under Mr. Taft's leadership. Would 
Mr. Roosevelt have been able to neutralize 
entirely theirinfluence and make them parm- 
less had he succeeded in eecuring the nom- 
ination? 

Reference to Baltimore. 

Mr. Root’s selection as temporary chair- 
man was, of course, made in the interest of 
the predatory classes, but even after his ele- 
vation to that position Mr. Roosevelt con- 
tinued his efforts to obtain control of the 
convention. If he had succeeded, would his 
success have purged the convention of the 
evil influence that Mr Root carried about 
with him? 

And why, except for partisan and persona! 
reasons. does Mr. Roosevelt put the Balti 
more convention, which routed the bosses, 
in the same class with the Chicago conven- 
tion, which was controlied by the bosses? 

These questions are asked because they are 
pertinent. There is no doubt that the Repub- 
lican party had done enough to merit defeat.

Says Party Tids Are Strong. 

Party ties are strong and the desertions 
from Mr. Roosevelt, both in the regular con- 
vention and since, show how much easier it 
is to lead a reform movement within ¢ party 
than without. 

The platform adopted by the new party may 
be divided into three parts. One part in- 
dorses reforms for which the Democratic 
party has been laboring for ypars, and, un- 
til recently, without much support from 
those who now hold themselves out as the 
only ones to be trusted with the securing of 
remedial legisiation. The labor bureau, for 
instance, with a seat in the cabinet. is a 
thing for which the Democratic party has 
been contending, a'so the election of sena- 
tors by direct voce of the people, and direct 
primaries. 

Our Baltimore platform was the first na- 
tional platform to demand presidentia) pri- 
maries, and it went beyond the platform of 
the new party in demanding the popular 
election of national committeemen and a 
change in the system whereby a national 
committeeman will begin to serve as soon as 
elected, thus creating a new committee for 
the preliminary work of each convention. 

A considerable part of the labor plank is 
taken from previous Democratic platforms. 
It is ungrateful in the new party to accuse 
cur party of “ total incapacity " while using 
our material. 

A part of the new section of the new plat- 
form is commendable. For instance, the 
demand for a constitutional amendment 
meking easier and more expeditious the 
amending of the federa) constitution. We 
need such an amendment and the >eo>le will 
woicome any assistance that the new verty 
may be able to give th’'s movement 


Praises “Humanity” Planks. 

The planks itn regard to the conservation of 
human resources appeal to the public, es- 
pecially those prohibiting child labor and ex- 
cessive hours, and those demanding a day 
of rest each week, a living minimum wage, 
legislation for the prevention of accidents, 
for the abolition of convict contrect labor, 
and for publicity in regard to labor condi- 
tions. The inheritance tex piartk is also good, 
and the plank calling for greater safeguards 
for the prevention of moncvow of our na- 
tional resources. 

The tariff plank is the same old sham that 
has been used for a generation to deceive 
the public. The protective system is held 
up as a sacred institution and support is 
given to the tariff conmimission idea, which 
is always brought forward to delay reduc- 
tion when the people rige in revolt against 
high tariff duties.

The most Rooseveltisque plank o plat- - 
form, however, is the one demanding an in- 
definite extension of the powers of the federal 
fovernment and the abridgement of the 
rights of the states. This has for years been 
the dominant note in Mr. Roosevelt’s political 
creed. The restraints:of the constitution are 
irritating to him. Hé not only desires to in- 
crease the authority of the federal govern- 
ment at the expense of the state, but he de- 
sires tO enlarge the powers of the rational 
executive at the expense of the other depart- 
ments, 

“Cannot Accept This Plan.” 

“ Whatever Democrats may think of Mr. 
Roosevelt's attitude on other questions, and 
however highly they may regard the na- 
tional work he has done, they Mnnot join him 
in overturning the constituttonal division of 
authority between the state and the nation.

Leader Poses as Expressman. 

The scheme employed by the Dumont gang 
in stealing jewelry trunks was clever. Adolph 
Dumont is said to have posed on the west 
side aS an expressman and would drive 
a buggy, dressed in express- 
man's garb. An experienced eye aided him 
in detecting trunks containing jewelry, es- 
pecially as most of these trunks were han- 
died by only two or three express companies. 
The Parmelee company is said to Be the 
principal hauler in Chicago for eastern and 
Chicago jewelry houses. 

While the driver of the express wagon 
was in a building delivering one consign- 
ment Dumont would leave his buggy and, in 
his expressman’s uniform comld mount the 
express wagon and drive away without 
arousing suspicion. A short while after- 
ward one of his accomplices would drive off 
in the buggy, which had been left standing 
a safe distance away. 

The Pinkertons say that more than 1,000,- 
000 cigars were stolen by the gang within 
a few months. The 300,000 taken from the 
Illinois Central railroad yards were of ex- 
pensive brands.) These were sold to the west 
side ‘“‘ fence’ at 4 cents apiece. 


Steal Before Victim’s Eyes. 

In the Heyworth building robbery when six 
cases of merchandise were stolen the men 
disguised as expressmen carted away the 
goods right before the eyes of the owner, L.

They got names and descriptions 
of sales agents of the big wholesale jewelers, 
who carry thousands of dollars’ worth of 
jewelry in their sample cases, and told their 
men'“‘ pals* the routes and time of the 
wholesale representatives’ trips. 


Wears Charms Against Arrest. 

When Dumont was captyred a hundred 
‘* hoodoo chasers’’ were found on his person. 
Wearing these, he thought he was immune 
from arrest. 

“The other men discarded their ‘ hoodoo 
chasers,’ ’’ declared Dumont, “and I guess 
for that reason they are stilb free. Inetead 
of bringing me luck, the pine caused my

Pius X. Celebrates Tenth Year as Pope. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


OME, Aug. 9.—The tenth anniversary of 
the coronation of Pope Pius X. was cele- 
brated today, falsifying the superstition 
that is alleged to have been, based on the 
pontiff’s own presentiment that he would 
not complete ten years in the chair of St. Peter. 

The ceremony took place in the Sistine ec. yapel, 
the papal court attending in full state, together 
with all the cardinals in Rome, numerous pret- 
ates, and functionaries, and also the diplomats 
eredited to the holy see, the knights of Malta, 
and many titled and exalted personages. 

The pope's sisters and niece occupied one of 
the tribunes, His holiness, wearing the triple 
crown and the papal mantie, walked to the 
chapel surrounded by the noble guard and toe 
Swiss guard. 

Cardinal Merry del Val celebrated mass. Abbé 
Perosi, the famous composer and master of the 
papal choir, directed the music. 

His. holiness seemed to be in unusually good 
health, which he attributed to the comparative 
coolness of the summer. After the celebration 
he ordered 1,000 lire sent to the free food kitch- 
ens for the poor.

A TEST OF MERIT. 

The opposition to the milk ordinance is 
neither rich in candor nor fortunate in ap- 
pearance. It assails the health department 
with an assortment of discarded theories, 
much misstatement of conditions and fact, 
and employs an unprepossessing outfit of 
aldermen to doits work.

BLUSTER IN THE SENATE. 

The remission of tolls to our coastwise 
shipping is wrong in itself. The whole na- 
tion has built the Panaima canal at huge 
cost, and now before the water is in we find 
a special interest springing up to beg for 
privilege at public expense. 

But pot only is the remission policy wrong 
in itself. It involves international contro- 
rersy and the challenge of our good faith. 
From some of the oratory in and out of the 
genate chamber one would think the Ameri- 
can government and the American people 
held treaty obligations but lightly. 

The toll remission may be compatible with 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty or it may not be. 
If the senate believes that it is, and believes 
in remission, it is proper that it should pro- 
vide for it. But it should legislate without 
bluster and should make it clear that we 
are ready to submit our interpretation of 
any treaty to The Hague if necessary. A 
contract is a contract, and we bound our- 
selves without compulsion in the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. The British protest is 
founded on at least a plausible reading of the 
compact, and our claims of leadership in the 
peace movement will be considerably dam- 
aged if we refuse to go into court on such a 
point. The only sovereign right involved is 
our sovereign right to make a free contract 
—and we have also a sovereign duty to keep 
the contracts we make.

THE UNHOLY. ALLIANCE. 

When Tum Tarsune writes itself in sup- 
port of the candidacy of Theodore Roosevelt 
and in indorsement of the policies he advo- 
cates and of the platform on which he 
stands, it does not contract to close its eyes 
to whatever of folly or hypocrisy there may 
be in the local propaganda of the Progres- 
sives. 

Tue Trisune asks what alliance formed 
‘between the local Progressive organization 
and discredited elements in the state and 
county Republican organization can result 
profitably to the state or county? 

That such an alliance is being formed, or 
is aimed at, seems beyond doubt. The mo- 
tive of the Republicfas who followed the 
leadership of William Lorimer is revenge 
on the organization which threw them out. 
The motive of the Progressives who would 
accept their aid is gain. The association is 
not hallowed. 

Progressivism prays to be delivered from 
such hypocrisy, from such folly, from such 
lack wit conspiracy.

Their right 
to put up a county ticket is undeniable. | Sin- 
cere men among them thought that the party 
could not be well organized unless it was 
thoroughly organized.

TOXINS IN FOODS. - 
CIENTISTS have extracted toxins 
from many different plants. From 
the castor bean, the source of cas- 
tor oil, ricin, a violent irritant, has 
been obtained. But for this, castor 

ol] ‘would be a bland food like olive oil 
rather than the purgative it is. From 
Croton oil, crotin is had; from mushrooms, 
phallin. Furthermore, scientists, proceed- 
ing as they do in making tetanus and 
diphtheria anti-toxins, have made an anti- 
toxin to cure castor oil poisoning, and 
another to cure mushroom poisoning. 

To. those who decry anti-toxins, saying 
they are fatitastic conceptions that, as 
bacteria, are products of overheated im- 
aginations, and toxins are the imaginary 
products of imaginary bacteria, and anti- 
toxins are the imaginary products of the 
stimulation of imaginary toxins produced 
by imaginary bacteria, it will be @ poser to 
be told that such vegetables as potatoes, 
mushrooms, peaches, and castor beans 
produce toxins, and that, for some of 
these toxins, anti-toxins have been discov- 
ered. For example, snake venom is a 
toxin and for it anti-venoms, or anti-tox- 
ins, are in practical use. 

ie 

In fact, toxins and anti-toxins are found 
everywhere in nature, and bacterial tox- 
ins and anti-toxins, far from being pe- 
enliar, are a part®of a great nature-wide 
scheme. 

Diphtheria anti-toxin is not a new fan- 
gled conception. The old way of saying 
it was that we got used to a thing, and, 
therefore, it did not affect us any longer— 
the same statement, but said differently. 

The evidence is strong that beri-beri 
is due to an exclusive diet of rice—prob- 
ably of polished rice. We have not much 
beri-beri in the United States, but there 
formerly was a good deal around Panama. 
Now comes a physician with an account 
of beri-beri among the people on certain 


‘Canadian Atlantic islands—a people who 
are forced to 


live on oatmeal. alone for 
months on a stretch. The conclusion is 
that beri-beri comes from long continu- 
ance of a single article of vegetable diet, 
usually rice, occasionally oatmeal.

There is no agreement among plysi- 
cians as to the cause of pellagra. About 
two-thirds of them believe corn meal is 
responsible and the rest attribute it to 
other causes. Those who attribute it to 
corn meal think the disease is due to some 
change in the corn meal. 

One of the most violent of poisons, 
ergot, is due to a mold or smut growing 
on grains of corn. 

The question whether food is whole- 
some often depends more upon how clean, 
how fresh. and how well kept it is than 
upon commercial fabrications. Food in- 
spectors have usually overlooked this.

ORTUNATBELY the new Ear!) Ferrers, 
eleventh of his line, an architect by 
profession, is a rich man, through his 
wife, the daughter and heiress of the 
late Robert Moon, and will therefore 

be able to restore in a measure the fortunes 
of this peerage, which has been so closely 
identified throughout English history with 
the maintenance and care of the famouse 
herd of long horned wild white cattle. 

The family is one that has many Amerli- 
can associations, and the new Lord Ferrers 
can boast of the same descent as the first 
president of the United States. The first 
Earl Ferrers of the present family married 
Elizabeth, only child and heiress of Lau- 
rence Washington. Laurence’s elder brother, 
Robert Washington, was lord of the manor 
of Sulgrave and ancestor of George Wash- 
ington in the direct male line. 

A namesake of the new Lord Ferrers and 
a member of the family of which heis now 
the chief is that Walter Shirley who was @ 
colonial governor of Massachusetts and 
commander in chief of the British forces in 
America at the beginning of those troubles 
between the colonies and the mother country 
which culminated in the war of independence. 
The town of Shirley, near Groton, in Massa- 
chusetts, is named after him. 

> 

The Ferrers peerage and the Chartley park 
property, with the herd of wild cattle, came 
into the Shirley family through the mar- 
riage of Sir Henry Shirley to Lady Dorothy 
Devereux, daughter of Queen Elizabeth's 
favorite, Lord Essex, who wasalso Lord Fer- 
rers. 

On Essex’s death his barony of Ferrers 
fell into abeyance, whence it was recalled by 
Charles II. in favor of Sir Robert Shirley, 
grandson of Lady Dorothy Devereux. 

Subsequently Gvarles II. advanced him to 
the dignities of Viscount Tamworth and Bér! 
Ferrers. 

It is unnecessary to recall here the descrip- 
tion of the crime of the fourth earl, who, 
after being tried by his peers in the house 
of lords in 1760 and sentenced to death, drove 
to the gallows at Tyburn, where the marble 
arch now stands, in London, in hig state 
coach-and-six, the carriage, all gilded and 
painted, that was otherwise used at court 
functions, at coronations, and for the opening 
of parliament. 

It was at his execution that the drop was 
used for the first time in England in the 
place of the old system of cart and ladder. 
The drop, it Is reported, did not work well. 
It ig on record that ‘the earl’s toes touched 
the gréund, and that he suffered a little, 
having time to raise the cap; but the execu- 
tioner pulled it down again and then pulled 
his legs so that he wae soon out of pain and 
quite dead in four minutes.” 

After he had been left hanging for an hour 
he wag buried in Old St. Pancras church 
yard, where, twenty years later, his remains 
were diginterred and conveyed to the family 
mausoleum at Staunton Harold, near Aehby- 
de-la-Zouche, where ied now repose. 


With regard to the , Chartley herd of wild 
cattle identified with the fortunes of the 
family of Ferrers nothing definite is known of 
its origin except that {t was driven into 
Chartley park, in Staffordshire, from the 
neighboring royal forest of Needwood during 
the reign of Henry UI., and contemporary 
records dealing with the sojourn of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, at Chartley hall refer to 
the cattle. cream in eolor, with black ears 
afd muzziet, as being then already of an- 
cient descent. ;

popular legend in the county that whenever 
the hue of

ever any of the cows of the herd gave birth 
to calves that were black or colored, mis- 
fortune would overtake the owner of Chart- 
ley. 

The first instance of the fulfillment of this 
prophecy is said to have taken place in 1322, 
when the birth of a black calf was followed 
by the ruin of the lord of the manor. 

The next instance befell at the time when 
the Parl of Essex, Baron Ferrers, Queer 
Elizabeth's favorite, met his death on the 
scaffold. 

A black calf appeared again when the fourth 
Earl Ferrers of the Shirley ‘family was 
hanged—with a silken rope, aS was the cus- 
tom for people of high birth—in 1760 for the 
murder of his stew aga. 

> 

Undeterred by all this, the late and tenth 
earl, finding that, owing to interbreeding 
the herd was not in good condition, set the 
family traditions at naught, and, with the 
object of strengthening the race, introduced 
a black bull and deliberately bred black 
calves, 

The neighboring peasantry, whose families 
in some cases had farmed their holdings for 
centuries, shook their heads.over this, pre- 
dicting fresh disasters for the master of 
Chartley hall. 

Their forebodings were justified by the 
event, for Lord Ferrers was overtaken by 
financial troubles, which forced him to sell 
Chartley hall and the fateful herd, the cattle 
being purchased by the Duke of Bedford, 
who transferred it to his Woburn Abbey es- 
tate, a wonderful old place in Bedfordshire. 
in whose lovely park al sorts of extraordi- 
nary animals roam at liberty. Among the 
rarest of these are small wild horses from 
the borders of Tibet. 

The famous herd has, however, not thriven, 
and the only remaining white bull died abou’ 
four years ago without leaving any mal- 
progeny to take his place.

The Chartley hall estate, with its 4,000 
acre park, is now owned by Col. Walter 
Congreve, who won his Victoria Cross while 
endeavoring to save the guns at the battle 
of Colenso, in the disastrous days of the 
Boer war. He has been A. D.C. to Lord 
Kitchener and military secretary to the Duke 
of Connaught. 

He bought up the property at the remark- 
ably low price of $400,000, including the 
moated Chartley hall (a part of which dates 
from Elizabethan times) and the ivied ruing 
of Chartley castle, which was built by Ran- 
dolph de Blandeville, fourth Karl of Chester, 
on his reg{urn from the Holy Land. 


~~ 

The new Earl Ferrers, although he has 
thus lost this ancient home, comes into the 
possession of the Staunton Harold estate, 
near Ashby-de-la-Zouche, in Leicestersh 
which has been occupied by the Shirley fam- 
ity since the reign of Henry VIII., when it 
came into its hands through the marriage of 
Sir Francis Shirley to the widow of Sir John 
Congreve, oddly enough an ancestor of the 
present owner of Chartley. 

The house itself dates from the early part 
of the Elizabethan era and is a stately and 
withal homelike mansion of red brick, half 
timbered construction. 

It'is in the mausoleum of the Shirleys in a 
sheltered nook of the park at Staunton 
Harold that the late Earl Ferrers has been 
laid to rest in the same vault that holds the 
remains of the fourth earl, Who wae hanged 
at Tybura.

PRESIDENT’S VETO | 


ON NEW WOOL BILL 


Taft in Message Says Changes 
in Schedule K Would 
Ruin Industry. 


URGES A “FATR” MEASURE. 


House May Pass Proposal Again 
fr Despite Action of Chief 
Executive. 


Washington, D. C., A 9.—For the second 
time within a year dent Taft today 
vetoed a bill to revise the woot tartff—eched- 
ule K of the Payne-Aldrich law. 

With a messageof disapproval, he returned 
to congress the bil evolved as a compromise 


_ between the house and senate, holding that 


its low rates would bring disaster to home 
industries. He appealed to congress, how- 
ever, not to adjourn until it had enacted a 
measure to “ substantially reduce unneces- 
sary existing duties, without destroying pro- 
tection for the wool industry in the United 
States.” 

The dieapprovel of the woo! bill is to be fol- 
lowed with similar vetoes of the steel bil) anw® 
the cotton bill. The sugar bill is likely to be 
vetoed, as is the excise tax bill, the letter 
probably on the ground that the president 
believes {tt unconstitutional. 


Difference in Oausés. 

While the bill vetoed today and the one 
disapproved last year were identical in terms, 
the president's reasons differed. He vetoed 
the former bill ‘because it had been framed 


| before the tariff board’s report—the latter 


because he said it had been framed with dis- 
regard for the board's findings. 

** Most of the rates in the submitted bill,” 
wrote the president, ‘‘are so low in them- 
selves that if enacted into law, the inevita- 
ble would be irretrievable injury to the wool 
growing industry, the enforced idleness of 
much of our wool combing and spinning ma- 
chinery, and of thousands of looms, and the 
consequent throwing out of employment 
thousands of workmen.”’ 

The bill sent to the White House imposed 
an ad valorem duty of 20 per cent on raw 
wool and on cloths of #4 per cent. Both 
rates Mr. Taft held were insufficient to pro- 
tect the wool grower and the manufacturer. 


House to Overrule Veto? 

It was predicted today that the wool bill 
might be passed by the houge over Mr. Taft's 
veto, but there was some doubt ae to ite fate 
in the senate. Republican leaders were in- 
clined to believe that it would fail of pas- 


| sage there as it did twelve months ago.

country, which indicates an increased fall 
business. 

** Style features are well determined, show- 
ing a tendency toward an unusual demand 
for laces. Such trimmings as loops, half 
loops, and bail, knotted, plain, and beaded 
fringes are in demand. There is also a re- 
vival in the usage of flat braid and marabou 
effects. AN kinds of buttons are being used 
freely, with crocheted, pearl, crystal, or 
glass, celluloid, and ivory (up to 45 line) in 
the lead. 

‘The favored materials in texttles include 
whipcords, fine and storm serges, diagonals 
and novelty mixtures; seelettes, chinchilla, 
boucle, and reversible cloakings are in good 


demand.” 


TAKING OF TESTIMONY ENDS
